With 
the exception of France 
where the opposition haa 
been mainly emotlonal—and 
emotions are In politics far 
stronger than renson—that 
end has been achieved. The 
French are reluctant to ac-

OBODY enjoys the 

Cold War very 

much. It goes on 
. for years, makes 
heavy demands on, national 
resources and '" {mposes 
severe. strains,, political and 
moral. ft is ra to become 
confused about it, or bored, 
or—worge Sait scalmnletie 
and desperate. 


This is really not sur- 
prising. ‘For, ‘though the 
Cold War is simple enough 
in essence, it has a xen 
of complex forms. And at 
any point in the struggle it 
becomes tempting to take a 
partial or limited view of it. 


Everyone knows that the 
term “Cold War” is just a 
quick. way of describing 
international tension. But 
what sort of tension? After 
all, tension is not new in 
the history of man. 


Some people ‘choose to 
believe that it is all “power 
politics,” that the tension 
operates between the Great 
Powers, especially » between 
Russi: America, , and 
that the 1 interests of, the 
smaller powers are not vat 
stake!’

Mycenaean Language 


Professor Alan 


Athens, Sept. 16. 


Wace, the British archaeologist who has just 


finished the season's “dig” at Mycenae, intends to go to the Princeton 
Institute for Archacological Studies to investigate the significance of this 


year’s finds. 


The finds include 16 inserihed terra cotta tablets discovered in the 
House of the Sphinxes (so-called because of a plaque showing two 


sphinxes delicately carved in ivory found there last 


walls of the ancient Akropolis, 


The American Professor, Dr 
Emmet Bennet and the British 
architect, Mr Michrel Ventris, 
both experts in the Cretan and 
Mycenacun scripts, are studying 
the newly uncovered tablets. 


The tablets are in an excelent 
state oof preservation, They 
incasure 13 centimetres by 10 
centimetres and were found = in 
the cellar of the House of the 
Sphinxes, 

Professor Wace believes 
they are cutalogues of — com- 
modities and, he says, appear 
to be more important than those 
found last year, 

“When these tablets are de- 
ciphered they will throw new 
Jight on the life of those people 
and help us in the study of the 
Mycenacan language,” he stated 
here before leaving for Britain,
